Cixcrinnati, October 9.—In southern Ulbio, 
the weather is mild and pleasant, and favor- 
able to a full turnout of voters. So far as 
heard from here, the poll is heaviest in the 
republican wards. As to how the

after6 p.m. Women have appeared at some 
of the polling places, asking votes for the sec- 
ond amendment, and ministersand proml- 
nent = churca members are also. at- 
tending the polls for same purpose. The 
democratic ticket was printed with a vote 
against this amendment, The republicans 
printed their ticket with ‘‘yes’’ or ‘‘no,”’ 
so that a person desiring to vote for it must 
erase the word ‘no.’ It is set likely the 
amendment will receive anything neara ma- 
jority in this county, but it will get a much 
larger vote than the prohibitionists usually 
poll. Owing to the length of the ticket and 
the amount of scratching, reports to-night 
will be late an. .ncomplete. 

An enormeus yote has been polled in this 
(Hamilton) county to-day. Only five pre- 
cinects had been heard from at10p m. The 
returns give anet republican gain of 202. 
Both parties claim the county. The reform 
democratic vote was small, probably not 
exceeding 1,500 votes. The republicans claim 
large gains im the German wards, and say 
that Foreaker wil! overcome Newall’s majori- 
ty of last year with 10,689 The democrats 
are equally hopeful that they have carried 
the entire county and state ticket. Informa- 
tion is not yet at hand on which to base an 
intelligent opinion. 

Returns from 201 wards and precincts 
show a net republican gain of 1,514 votes in a 
total of 47,367. 

THE GUBERNATORIAL RACE. 

CINCINNATI, October ‘ —T'ne best informa- 
tion and estimate combined gives Hoadly a 
majority of 2.000 in Hamilton connty, with 
the county and legislative ticket 
in doubt, with the chances 
in favorof the republicans- In the state the 
contest between Hoadly and Foraker is so 
close, that no fair estimate can be made to- 
night. 

THE- VOTE IN HAMILTON COUNTY. 

CINCINNATI, October 9 —12:50 a.m.—Seven- 
teen precincts of the 105 of this county givea 
republican guin of 1,577. Thisis on the gov- 
ernor’s vote. No compilation has yet been 
made of the county ticket or the legislature. 
This would give the county to Hoadly bya 
small majority, but with the _ votes 
cas for the reform democratic 
ticket, would leave the result as 
to the county and legislature in doubt, with 
the chances in favor of the republicans. No 
report of the actual strength of the reform 
democratic ticket tas yet been made. While 
the second amendment gets a large vote, the 
majority against it will be sufficient probably 
to overcome the majority for it in other parts 
of the state. 

A GREAT DEAL OF SCRATCHING, 

CoLtumsus, October 9 —The weather to day 


is warm and bright, and a big vote is being | 


polled. The representatives of both parties 
are interested in the second amendment, but 
it is believed that it will get a comparatively 
light vote from what has veen claimed for it 
at the republican headquarters. It is an- 
nounced that straight tickets are being voted, 
and agreat dealof scratching is being done 
by the democrats. More than half the entire 
vote was polled at noon. 

Two hundred and fifty-seven wards and 
precincts give a net republican gain of 17,112. 

The returns from 391 wards and precincts 
show a net republican gain of 1,404 1n a total 
vote of 100063. The first amendment re- 
ceived 14,499, and the second 51,194 votes. 

Secretary Newman had 19,115 majority last 
year. There are 1819 wardsand precihcts in 
the state. One bundred wards and precincts 

show anet republican gain of 682 in a total 
vote of 22,032. The firstamendment received 
2880, and the second 11,569 votes. These 
returns are principally from small towns and 
ountry precincts 
A HEAVY VOTE POLLED. 

CLEVELAND, Onio, October ¥.—Up to noon, 
a heavy vote has been polled here. The dem- 
ocrats claim 4,000 majority in the city, and 
the republicans concede 3,000, The second 
amendment workers are very active. They 
bave headquarters in every ward except the 
third, and in most of the precincts. The 
ladies industriously distribute both tickets 
impartially, to get yotes for prohibition. 
Cotfee and cake are served to whoever is: 
thought to be favorable to the anti-iiquor 
cause. Mrs. J. Ellen Foster, of Iowa, the ve- 
puted author of tue probibition enactment of 
that state, is on the ground = and 
is going from ward to ward ina carriage di- 
recting the temperance forces. Mottoes are 
proftisely displayed at the second amendment 
headquarters, like the following: ‘Betty and 
the Baby vs. Boodle and Beer,’ *‘ Vote for the 
second amendment and dowr will go the sa- 
loons and up will go the home and our 
bovs:”’ and “Vote for Sallie and the Babies.” 
The ladies wear badges with the stute coat of 
arms and the inscription: ‘‘Second amend- 
ment for God's home and native land.’ A 
large majority against both amendments is 
probable here. 

DEMOCRATIC GAINS, 

CLEVELAND, Octover 9 —When the polls 
closed to-night, the republicans gave up 
nearly every ward, and the democrats claimed 
everything in the city and township, but as 
the evening progressed, the republicans grew 
more hopeiul, and the democrats began to be 
doubtful. 

Ati v’clock no ward hid been fully coun- 
ted, and itis not likely the result in the city 
can be ascertained defttinitely before morn- 
ing, but enough isknown to show thac the 
democrats lost and gained where they least 
expected. Probably the democrats elect 
most and perhaps all oftheir county candi- 
dates, but pari of the legislative ticket is in 
doubt, and the democrats concede a loss _in 
the county of 1,200 over last fall’s vote. 

THE WUMEN SHOCKED. 

A jubilee meeting was held in the taberna- 
cle to-night by the Women’s Christian Tem- 
perance union. Telegraphic returns from the 
state were received at intervals, and each en 
couraging bulletin aboutthe second amend- 
ment vote was received with vociferous ap- 
plause and waying of handkerchiefs. The 
ladies’ eyes were opened to much of the arts 
and practices of ward politicians 
to-day, and their recitals of: their 
experience are highly amusing. One good 
woman was inexpressibly shocked. Shesaid: 
“Tt’s perfectly wonderful how dreadful and 
untruthful gentlemen are.’’ As far as learn- 
ed no indignities were offered the ladies at 
the polls avywhere, but when the novelty of 
their presence wore off, little attention was 
paid to them by the busy and frequently tur- 
pbulent hustiers of both parties. 

DAYTON DEMUCRATIC. 

Dayton, October 9.—The returns from 12 
voting precincts in the city give a democratic 
gain of 9. There is no hope for any republi 
can candidate. On the county ticket only six 
more precinc's are to be heard from. 

THE LATEST ESTIMATE. 

Cotumsus, October 10.—At midnight the 
result on the state ticket and legislature is in 
great duubt. Chairman Bargar, of the demo- 
cratic committee, says he thinks their majori- 
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ty willbe about seven thousand on the 
state ticket, and that they will carry 
the legislature. The republican. committee 
expects to elect their governor by a few hun- 
dred, but concedes that it depends on the re- 
sult in Cincinnati and Cleveland. The re- 
turns are so meagre that neither committee 
is over confident. The impression prevails 
that the second amendment will carry. Ne1- 
ther committee seemingly cares for the legis- 
lature. Governor Foster concedes that the 
resuit depends on Cincinnati and Cleveland, 
and says calculations as to the strong locali- 
ties have been reversed on both sides.

DeEsSMOINES, October 9.—The weather is re- 
ported fine all over the state, it being warm 
and clear, which the republicans cleim isin 
their favor. A very heavy vote is being pel!- 
ed everywhere, and sv far everything is re- 
ported to be orderly, although there is a very 
deep feeling on all sides. There are reports 
of a fusion being made in several portions of 
the state on the democratic or greenbdack 
tickets, but these reports can be traced to no 
certain authoritv. In Des Moines a very 
heavy vote is being polled, but very quietly. 
A great many ladies are at work, and have 
lunches.and coffee near the polis. 

The election returios sent to the associated 
press to-night from here will be compared 
with the yote for the secretary of state in 
The report will be late, as in this state 
no counting of the votes is done until the 
polisare closed, and most of the polls are 
kept open till seven o’clock and many of 
them tilleight. ltisa long .ticket all over 
the state, so that the count will be slow as 
well as late. In the city of Des Moines at 3 
p.m., nearly as many votes had been polled 
at most of the precincts as were cast at the 
election last year. The indications are that 
the polls of the state will be as large as the 
vote for president in 1250. All of the reports 
up to this hour indicate goed order, an no 
cases of disturbance have been reported. 

At5 p. m. a rain set in, which may inter 
fere with the transmission of the returns. 
Two reports only have so far been received. 
one from Van Metor county, which gives a 
republican majority of 100, a gain of 82, and 
the other from Brooklyn, Ponushiek county, 
which gives Sherman 251, Kinne 149, Weaver 
20, a republican loss of 25. Stiles, republican 
for congress, is four votes ahead of Sher- 
man, so far as heard (from. Nearly 
6,000 yotes were cast in this city. The second 
ward, incomplete, gives Sherman 325, Kine 
308 and Weaver 5. There are 144scratched 
tickets to be counted. The democrats claimed 
this ward by 200 majority. A special to the 
State Register from Osvaloosa, says three pre 
cints in the 6th congressional district give a 
republican gain of 145. Carroll county gives 
Sherman 251 and Kinne 241, a democrati 
vain of 13 

SHERMAN CARRIES THE QUARTER. 

The second ward in Des Moines, in which 
are four-fifths of the saloons of the city, gave 
fur Governor Sherman 507 majority. The 
democrats claimed it by 300, . The third ward 
gaye arepublican majority on tbe straight 
ticket of 159, a republican gain of 127. In 
the fourth ward the republican majvrity is 
293, a republican net gain of 82. Twenty- 
one precincts show a republican loss. of 5,552 
This does not include the third ward in 
Des Moines,where Sherman has 529 majority. 

BuRLINGTON, lowa, October ‘).—Returns 
come inslowly. There wasa light vote on 
account of the rain. The total vote in this 
city is 31,419. The democratscarry the coun- 
ty by about 800, being 100 less than last year.

Minister of War—The Spantsh 


Ditticulty. 

Paris, October 9 —The appointment of Gen- 
eral Campenon, as minister of war, vice Gen- 
eral Thibaudin resigned, is officially announce: 
ed. The police are making an investigation 
into the causes of the explosion at Lyons and 
Bordeoux. It is generally believed that they 
were the works of revolutionists, with a view 
of creating public alarm. 

The opportunists, with M. Waldeck Rous- 
seau at their head, applaud the appointment 
of General Campenon as minister ot war. 
General Campenon will begin his duties to- 
morrow. Tae first evidence of hisinfluence was 
shown by the seizure to-day of an anti-Prus- 
sian journal. It is stated that Generals Saus 
sier and Lewal, both of whom in turn had 
been asked to accept the position themselves, 
urged Campenon’s appointment. 

The Figaro has received information from 
Hong Kong that. China refuses to indorse 
Commander Haimand’s convention with the 
black flags. The Telegraphe is of opinion that 
the convention will impede negotiations be- 
tween M, Challemel Lacour and the Marquis 
Tseng. 

A Paris dispatch says there isa strong ap- 
prehension that if Spain does not obtain sat- 
isfaction for tbe insults to King Alfonso, 
Germany will interpose and exact it. It is 
asserted that Germany will reuire an apolo- 
gy as well as Spain. 3 

Maprip, October 9.—The difficulty be- 
tween Spain and France is still unsettled. 
Daily cabinet councils have been held, and 
another has been called for to-:norrow, when 
the results of the latest interview between 
Duc de Fernan Wunez, Spanish ambassador 
to France, and M. Challeme! Lacour, French 
minister of foreign affairs, will be imparted 
to the cabinet. 


The New French 
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DESTROYED BY FIRE. 


The Second Conflagration in Memphis In One Day. 
Heavy Losasoa. 


MeEMpais, October 9.—Memphis had last 
night a destructive fire, originating in Cole & 
Co’s. oil, paint, door, sash. window and blind 
store, and 359 Union street. The inflam 
mable material burned with such fierceness 
that the firemen were unable to 
confine the fire .to building 
and Greenlaw’s opera house to 
the east was ignited and completely destroy- 
ed. Itis estimated that Cole & Co’s. loss on 
stock is $50,000, insured for about $40,000. 
The building No. 39 Union street, owned 
jointly by the people’s insurance company, 
and the estate of J. O. Greenlaw. was valued 
at $12,000, insured for $6,000, Building No. 
37, owned by Mrs. T. E. Greenlaw, and has 
the some value, insurance unknown. Green- 
law's opera house was owned by G, 
B. Peters and the peoples’ -insurance 
company. George 5B. Peters also own- 
ed the two. stores in the northern 
portion of the massive building. The two 
south stores were owned by Major Campbell] 
Wallace, of Atlanta. The loss on the opera 
house building was about $50,000; insurance 
not known, but light. Thetwo stores in the 
southern wing of the building were occupied 
by the Memphis Lumber and Manufacturing 
company, and escaped, but serious loss was 
sustained by removing the stock. The fire 
created intense excitement and drew out 
nearly the entire population.

REN BUTLER, OF MASSACHUSETTS, 
Governor Butler, of Massachusetts, was at 
the Fifth avenue hotel to-day. In conversa- 
tion on the Talbot difficulty, he said: ‘'The 
facts in the case are simply these: For a long 
iime I have been endeavoring to get bold of 
the books containing an account of the ex- 
penditures of the board of health, lunacy, 
and charity. I made a formal demand upon 
Mr. ‘'atbot for the books, asking a yea and nay 
vote upon the demand, so thatif it became 
necessary to apply for a writ of mandamus I 
could know upon whom to serve it. The 
refusal to surrender the books. was 
by a strict party vote. The last 
examination of these accounts was made— 
never. In 1879an abortive examination was 
begun. I have also madea partial investi- 
gation, but as the books containing an item- 
ized account of expenditures have been held, 
of course it was impossible to detect any ir- 
regularities. They can’t keep the books from 
me much longer. With $400,000 a year pass- 
ing through the office, you can see what an 
opportunity for stealing is offered.”’

but by imspecting the record of tne case No 
969, the court will see that the state judges 
take a different view of the decision. This 
court bas made, and hold that the taxes must 
first be paid in money, and that there must 
be a suit by the taxpayer to recover his 
money back, asthe state law requies. ‘Thus 
all persons who pay less than $000 of taxes 
are compelled to pay their taxes in money, 
whilst who owe $500, pay no taxes at 
all. This is an intolerable state of affairs, and 
something must be done to change it, or great 
disorder will ensue. The defendant in errror 
coucurs with the plaintiffs in asking that 
these cases be advanced, and request 
should carry great weight with it. He repre- 
sents to the court that he cannot know his 
rights and dutiesas collector the state’s taxes 
until it decides the questiou ~involved. 
On oneside the statutes of the sliaic i ) 
him to receive the coupons, and co nmand 
him to levy on the tax paying property. 
the other the United States circuit court 
forms him that the coupons are legal tender, 
and the taxpayers threaten that they will swe 
h.m for trespass if he levieson their property.

The Trial of the Cases Postpened—What the Delay 
Means. 

WasHINGTON, October 9.—In the supreme 
court of the United States to-cay, the Icng 
pending legal tender case of Juilliard agains& 
Greenmor was again postponed upon motion 
of W. A. Butler, of New York, and set fora 
hearing on the first day the court shall be in 
session after the Christmas holiday recess. 
There is, however, little more probability that 
the case will be argued then, than there was 
that it would be argued to-day. It was origin 
ally docketed 1879, and since that time has 
twice come up for argument in regular call. 
On both occasions it was passed, because coun- 
sel were not ready toargue it. On the 4th of 
January 1883. amotion to fix the day for argu- 
ment was made by Senator Edmunds, and 
denied by the court. On the 2d of February 
another similar motion was made by the 
counsel onthe same side, and was again 
denied, the court explaining that it was will- 
ing to hear the case at any time. But coun- 
sel must agree upon some day 
and not ask court 'o arbitrarily 
fix one. At that time it was supposed 
that it was Governor Butler who 
was not ready, and that Senator Kd- 
mondson was anxious forahearing. To-day, 
however, when the case was reached for a 
second time in the regular order, it was post- 
poned on the. motion of the same counsel 
who in January and February last made re- 
peated attempts to bring it to adjudication, 
and manifested an eagér desire to argue it at 
once. Why they were anxious fora hearing 
then, and are apparently indifferent whether 
they get a hearing or not now, is a question to 
which no answer is at present oodtainable. 
Mr. Allen Butler, of New York, leading coun- 
sel in Opposition to the constitutionality ot 
the legal tender act, upon being asked to-day 
whether he thought there was any probability 
of an argument of the case on the day to 
which, at his request, it had been assigned, 


declined to express an opinion.

Adopted. 

Rev. Dr. A. A. Watson, of North Carolina. 
from the committee on canons, reported fay 
orably relative tothe changing ofthe name 
of the diocese of Illinois Chicago, 
The report was adopted. 

rHE CHURCH AND THE C@LORED PEOPLE 

Rev. Dr. A. Toomer Porter, South Carolina, 
presented the report of the conference on the 
relation of the chure’ to the colored people of 
the south, heid at Sewanee, Tennessee, July 
25 to 28. It contained the draft of a canon to 
be presented to the convention, providing 
that in any diocese containing a large num- 
ber of persons of color, it shall be Jawful for 
the bishop and the convention of thesame, to 
constitute such population into a special mis- 
sionary Organization under the charge of the 
bishop. Referred to the committee on 
canors. 

Stephen P. Nash, from the committee on 
prayer books, to whom was referred the fol- 
lowing: ‘‘Resolyed, the house of bishops con- 
curring, that.article eight of the constitution 
be amended by Striking out all the words 
standing between the prayer inthe tenth 
line, and ‘“‘shall’”’ in the twelfth line, and in 
serting the following words, viz: ‘‘Unlessa 
majority of all the bishops entitled to seats 
in the houseof bishops anda majority of 
both orders in the deputations from theedio- 
cese entitled to representation in the house 
of deputies, shall have first approved and al- 
lowed the same for use during the term of 
three years at least, after which every such 
alteration or addition,’’ reported that having 
duly considered the same, they are of the 
opinion that the amendment of the constitu- 
tion thereby proposed is open to serious ob- 
jection, and they recommend that it be not 
proposed to the convention. The report was 
placed on the calendar. 

A large number of resolutions were offered, 
and appropriately reffered. Then after prayer 
by President Beardsley, the order of the day 
was taken, viz: ‘The report of the joint com- 
mittee on the book of common prayer. The 
discusston occupied the remainder of the 
forenoon session, the convention haying re- 
solyed itself into a committee of the whole, 
with Judge Hugh W. Sheffey, of Virginia, in 
the chair 
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"THE AFTERNOON SESSION, 
house of deputies met again 
o'clock, and went promptly into a 
mittee of the whole, with Judge Chaffin in 
the chair, and resumed consideration of the 
report of the joint committee on revision of 
the prayer book, and discussed the first resc- 
lution relative tothetitleof the book. 8S. 
Conway Judd, of Illinois, said that the first 
resolution on the report of the committee re- 
lated to the titleof the prayer book. He de- 
sired to offer a motion, which ought to meet 
with the unanimous approval of the conven- 
tion. He m ved to strike out from the title 
page the words ‘‘Prostestant Episcopal’? and 
insert in lieu thereof, the words 
‘‘Holy Catholic.’”’ That would be begin- 
ning the right way of enriching the book. 
He, for one, was opposed to surrendering to 
the Romanists the word whichs mean uni- 
versal. In the creed which we sometimes re- 
cite, we say, ‘* We believe in the holy Catho- 
lic church.’ In the name given to the prayer 
book we are made to believe inthe Prutestant 
Episcopal church. The Holy Catholic church 
protests just as much against the _ errors of 
Rome as any church in this or any other 
land. He yielded to no man in his opposi 
tion to the errors of the Roman church. He 
wanted some sort of consistency in our pro- 
fession of faith, before Almighty God. A 
long and warm discussion followed, and at 
its conclusion a division was taken and Mr. 
Judd’s amendment was defeated by 21 yeas, 
252 nays.
